Says Specialist In En- 
tomology—Tells Con-

For the fifth consecutive year, Ohio 


potatoes are showing severe burning 
and rolling of the leaves due to the 
presence of leafhoppers.

has become the most important Ohio 
potato pest, and damage this year 
w:ll t>e hea\y. reports T. H. Parks, 
extension entomologist for the Ohio 
State University.
